At 7:40 P.M. the Town Meeting reconvened in the Fire Station 
to act upon Articles 2 through 29. The meeting was started with 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. Moderator Edward Libby 
announced the results of the vote for Town Officers, School Board 
Officials and Town Zoning Amendments. He then explained the 
rules of conduct for the meeting. 


Article 2. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by Chuck 
Burns to raise and appropriate the sum of $600,000 for improve- 
ment of Town roads, and to authorize the issuance of not more 
than $600,200 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the munic- 
ipal officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon. This Article was recom- 
mended by the Selectmen and requires a 2/3 ballot vote. Lew 
Hanson explained that this came about because of the interest 
expressed at Town Meeting last year. The figures for a 10 year 
bond give more flexibility on the tax rate. This would be a 
decreasing interest rate and would represent an additional $36 on 
@ $100,000 property. The 5 year bond would represent a Ss$60 
increase on a $100,0® property. The plan is to spend the 
$60@,90@ over 2 years. Steven Caney asked Jeff Haines, the Road 
Agent, if the roads would be widened. Jeff Haines explained that 
the widening would be done only where it is fitting. The polls 
were opened at 8:15 P.M. and closed at 9:15 P.M. During the time 
that the polls were open the Meeting continued. The Selectmen 
asked for a non-binding consensus of those present as to whether 
the bond should be 5 or 1@ years. By a show of hands the 10 year 
bond was favored. The vote was 80 in favor of the bond and 13 
opposed. The vote carried in favor. 


Arvicle. #3. It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by 
Chuck Burns to raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. The sum being $375,569. David 
Johnson had a question regarding the increase in the Selectmen’s 
salary. Diane Kline explained that this was due in part to the 
combining of salary and expenses. The motion passed with a 
majority vote. 


Aresclie § 4. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Diane Kline to raise and appropriate $286,555 for the maintenance 
of Town Highway and Bridges, including sidewalks and dead tree 
removal. $27,928 to be paid from State Highway Block Aid, the 
balance of $259,527 to be raised by taxes. The vote was” unani- 
mously in favor. 


Article 5. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by John 
Kimball to raise and appropriate the sum of $60,000 for the 
purpose of upgrading Town Roads. This motion passed with a 
majority vote. 


Article 6. It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by 
Chuck Burns to raise and appropriate the sum of $153,894 for the 
Gisposition of Solid Waste. This motion passed by majority vote. 


Article 7. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Scott Davis to raise and appropriate the sum of $59,400 for the 
maintenance of the Center Harbor Fire Department. The vote was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 8. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by Scott 
Davis to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,344 for the purpose 
of purchasing a new 17’ Boston Whaler Fire-Rescue Boat with 
trailer anda75h.p. 4-cycle motor for the Center Harbor Fire 
Department. This Article was recommended by the Selectmen. 
Eloise Coudert asked how many incidents occurred last year? Ben 
Selleck, a lieutenant for the Fire Department responded 6 on Lake 
Winnipesaukee and 3 from other lakes in Town. Eloise Coudert 
asked if there are any other boats available. Ben Selleck an- 
Swered a rubber zodiac. The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 9. It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by 
Chuck Burns to raise and appropriate the sum of $126,515 for the 
operation of the Police Department. David Johnson asked everyone 
to look at page 31 of the Town Report. He asked if the pay for 
Secretary and Office Personnel was a salary. Mr. Johnson asked 
for an explanation of the pay differences between the office 


personnel, highway department and the police department. Diane 
Kline explained that the benefits are not the same for every 
employee. Mr. Johnson then wanted a comparison in percentage 


between the 2000 and 2001 pay. This figure was not available. 
The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 10. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Eloise Coudert to raise and appropriate the sum of $34,652 for 
Parks and Recreation. The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article: 11. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by 
Diane Kline to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,700 for the 
Fourth of July activities. The vote was unanimously in favor. 


ALiratee ee) 1 24, It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by 
Paul Mayerson to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,130 for Band 
Concerts, including Holiday performances. David Schimke asked 
why this amount is $2,060 more than last year. Paul Mayerson 
responded that there will be an extra concert and some of the 
expenses that were in other departments last year are now being 
included in this amount. The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 13. It was moved by Jean Whatley and seconded by 
Helen Heiner to raise and appropriate the sum of $58,816 for the 
operation of the Nichols Memorial Library, including completion 
of wiring, $8,95@ to be paid from trust and other funds, the 
balance of $49,866 to be raised by taxes. The vote was unani- 
mously in favor. 


Article 14. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Scott Davis to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,496 for the 
purpose of providing ambulance service to the Town. The vote was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 15. it was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by Bess 
Hanson to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,000 for Direct 
Welfare. The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 16. It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by 
Eloise Coudert to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for the 
Centre Harbor Historical Society (Funds to be used for the repair 
of the old Center Harbor School). This motion passed by majority 
vote. 


ArGicle \ai7. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Scott Davis to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,050 for Center 
Harbor’s share of the operation of the Red Hill Fire Tower. The 
vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 18. It was moved by Bess Hanson and seconded by 
Helen Heiner to raise and appropriate funds for the support of 
the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center ($4,527 requested for 2001; 
$4,395 appropriated in 2000). The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 19. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by 
Chuck Burns’ to raise and appropriate funds for the support of 
Child and Family Services (formerly known as Lakes Region Family 
Service) ($3,500 requested for 2001;$3,500 appropriated in 2000). 
The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 2@. It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by Lew 
Hanson to raise and appropriate funds for the support of the 
Meredith Public Health Nursing Association ($15,768 requested for 
2001; $15,768 appropriated in 2000). The vote was unanimously in 
favor. 


Article 21. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Eloise Coudert to raise and appropriate funds for the Community 
Action Program ($7,619requested for 2001; $7,526 appropriated in 


2000). The vote was unanimously on favor. 


Article 22. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by John 
Kimball to raise and appropriate funds for the support of the 
Lakes Region General Hospital ($600 requested for 2001; $600 
appropriated in 2000). This motion passed by majority vote. 


Attacie 23. It was moved by Diane Kline and seconded by 
Bess Hanson to raise and appropriate funds for the support of the 
Greater White Mountain Chapter of the American Red Cross ($1,000 
requested in 2001; $1,000 appropriated in 2000). The vote was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 24. It was moved by Helen Heiner and seconded by 
Jean Whatley to raise and appropriate funds for the support of 
New Beginnings ($850 requested in 2001; $850 appropriated in 
2000). The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 25. It was moved by Chuck Burns and seconded by 
Helen Heiner to raise and appropriate funds for the support of 
the Winnipesaukee Wellness Center ($2,500 requested in 2001; 
$2,500 appropriated in 2000). The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 26. It was moved by Bess Hanson and seconded by 
Helen Heiner to raise and appropriate funds for the support of 
the Lakes Region Community Services Council ($300 requested for 
2001; $@ appropriated in 2000). Eloise Coudert asked what the 
Lakes Region Community Service Council was. David Schimke an- 
swered that their report was on page 61 of the Town Report. The 
vote was unanimously in favor. 


Article 27. It was moved by Lew Hanson and seconded by 
Chuck Burns to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of property 
acquired by deeds of the Tax Collector, or deeded to the Town in 
lieu of taxes, in such manner as determined by the Selectmen that 
justice may require, and to ratify and confirm prior deeds given 
by the Selectmen for property acquire by Collector’s deed or deed 
in lieu of taxes, until rescinded. The vote was unanimously in 
favor. 


Article 28. It was moved by David Schimke and seconded by 
Robert Preston to allow a discount of two percent on taxes’ paid 
in full within fifteen (15) days of issue of tax bills by the Tax 
Collector. The vote was unanimously in favor. 


Because the polls had to remain open there was discussion before 
Article 29 was discussed. 


Diane Kline expressed the Selectmen’s disappointment with 
the print and quality of the Town Report. 


Susan Dumais asked about when house numbers would be given. 
Scott Davis, who is working with the State 911 Office, explained 
that there is an eight month delay from the time that road names 
are finalized and the numbers are assigned. Robert Preston asked 


if we would have house numbers by next summer. Scott answered 
that it would probably be this fall. 


Seth Stearns asked about a $797,200 tax exemption that is 
shown under Number of Individuals Apply for Total & Permanent 
Exemption in the Summary Inventory of Valuation. It was ex- 
plained that this exemption was for a property belonging to a man 
who was permanently disabled while in military service. 


Janet Stearns asked where we stand on the Sheafe House. 
Diane Kline answered that the Court did not rule in the Town’s 
favor. Ken Ballance, Code Enforcement Officer, explained that we 
have to have something to prove definitely to the Court that this 
is a total health hazard. This is not considered a fire hazard 
because there is no electricity in the buildings. 


Article 29. To choose agents or committees in relation to 
any Article of the Warrant and hear reports of the heretofore 
chosen. Edward Libby asked if there were any committees to be 
chosen or any reports to be heard. There were none. , 


Bart Coudert announced that there will be a foot race again 
this year. Meetings will start in April. If anyone wants to 
participate they should call Bart. 

Lew Hanson wanted to publicly thank all of the many volun- 
teers for all they have done for the Town. Edward Libby thanked 
the Firemen for setting up the Station for the meeting. 


The 2001 Town Meeting was adjourned at 9:30 P.M.

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate funds for the support 
of Lakes Region Community Services Council ($300 requested for 2002. $300 appropriated in 
2001). 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to designate College Road, a Class V road 
from Route 3 running north to Route 25B, as a “Scenic Road” in accordance with NH RSA 
231:157 and 231:158. (by petition). 


Article27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of 
property acquired by deeds of the Tax Collector, or deeded to the Town in lieu of taxes, in such 
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manner as determined by the Selectmen that justice may require, and to ratify and confirm prior 
deeds given by the Selectmen for property acquired by Collector’s deed or deed in lieu of taxes, 
until rescinded. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount of two percent on taxes 
paid in full within fifteen (15) days of issue of tax bills by the Tax Collector.

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CENTER HARBOR PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During the year 2001 the Planning Board adhered to its twice 
monthly meeting schedule. Some of the meetings attracted over 
100 members of the public, while at others only Board members 
were present. We would like to have more citizens come to the 
meetings and encourage any interested residents of Center Harbor 
to become members of the board. 


The major project for the year was Camp Eagle Cliff, a wilderness 
camp for boys on the east side of the Snake River. The Camp 
covers approximately 17@ acres and will host a maximum of 65 
people for no more than two weeks during the summer and no more 
than 25 people on a maximum of ten weekends during the fall and 
spring. The Board is confident that the restrictions agreed to 
by the Camp directors will minimize any impact on the ecology and 
the residents of the area. 


At the last town meeting the citizens approved changes to the 
Zoning Ordinance which allowed The New Hampshire Music Festival 
to approach the Center Harbor Zoning Board of Adjustment for a 
Special Exception which was necessary before the Festival could 
apply for a site plan review before the Planning Board. These 
exceptions were approved and the Festival will appear before the 
Planning Board during 2002. 


Our thanks to Darlene Fritz, our long standing secretary and co- 
Chair, for her years of service to the Planning Board. Darlene 
has moved out of town and had to step down.

After a year of preparation by staff and volunteers 
and the installation of hardware and software by our vendor, 
Adel-XT, the Library went "on line" with a computerized 
circulation/cataloging system in April. There are three 
computers; a staff computer, a circulation computer and a 
patron catalog computer networked and using Winnebago 
Spectrum 5 as our computer program. Four of our neighbor- 
ing libraries are using the same computerized system and 
this gives us a local support system for questions in 
addition to the technical help provided by Sagebrush, the 
company producing Spectrum 5. Our transition was relatively 
smooth and our patrons were patient as we mastered the 
techniques of the new system. We phased out our card 
catalog during the summer and took every opportunity to 
introduce library users to the ease of using the computer 
Catalog to locate material. The new system is providing 
accurate statistics on figures for the collection and 
circulation. This will be apparent to those who check this 
year's statistics with last year's and wonder what happened 
to almost 3,000 books. Now that our book collection is on 
a database, we find we only have 10,985 books and not the 
14,000 we were estimating before. 


One of the computers providing public access to the 


internet needed to be replaced this past year. We had not 
anticipated this and we appreciate the financial support we 
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received from the Nichols Memorial Library Association which 
provided the funds to purchase a new computer. Metrocast 
offered the Library free installation and cable access to 
the internet. We were pleased to take advantage of this 
offer because it provides much faster service for the 959 
users of our public access service this past year. We thank 
FCG Networks for their free account via telephone modem 
during previous years. 


Metrocast is also providing the Library with a free 
website. Thanks to many hours of time volunteered by Jo 
Morse who worked with the company designing Metrocast web- 
sites, the Library now has a web page at www.metrocast.net 
/nicholslibrary. When you check it out, note the great 
slide show of Library pictures done by Jo's son, Eric Morse. 


; We were pleased to be able to expand our free passes to 
additional New Hampshire attractions this year. Thank you 
to the Meredith Village Savings Bank for providing funds to 
acquire passes to the Christa McAullife Planetarium and 
Strawbery Banke. Trustee Helen Heiner donated the family 
pass to the Squam Lakes Natural Science Center and Hampshire 
Hospitality Holdings gave four passes to the Mount Washing- 
ton cruise ship and mail boats for May-June and September- 
October. The Library funded passes to the Currier Gallery 
of Art, the Museum of NH History, and Shaker Village. 


Open hours for the Library were increased this summer 
during the months of June, July and August. By opening the 
Library at 10am on Wednesdays, rather than 2pm, we added 
four additional hours each week. The time change was 
welcomed by our patrons and helps to explain our increase 
in circulated library materials of over 1,400 items from 
last year. We appreciated Lois Brady's help during the 
summer to cover these extra hours. In October Lois made 
the decision to resign to devote more time to her family 
and volunteer work. In November we were pleased to add 
Gayle Lacasse as a part time staff member. 


We continue to have the aid of a wonderful core of 
volunteers who give their time and help in so many ways. 
I thank the Trustees, the Nichols Memorial Library Assoc- 
iation, and Assistant Judy Hodges for all their hard work 
this past year.

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Center Harbor Conservation Commission 2001 Annual Report 


The Commission concerned itself with a number of Dredge and Fill permits for 
the reconstruction of existing docking facilities and shoreline construction on the lakes 
within the town during the past year. The Department of Environmental Services- 
Wetlands Bureau has helped out in situations where enforcement of conservation 
policy and law was required. 


The Commission completed its fifteenth year of Lay Lake Monitoring in Center 
Harbor Bay. Samples from the deep water site of Center Harbor Bay were conducted 
with the assistance of the Freshwater Biology Group of the University of New 
Hampshire. Lake monitors take water samples on a weekly basis during the summer 
months. Since the inception of the monitoring program in 1986, Center Harbor has 
continued to enjoy the benefits of an ogliotrophic (clear and clean) lake. This program 
is part of a statewide monitoring program. 


The Commission completed phase 1 of a long-term project, “Wetlands Mapping 
for the Town of Center Harbor,” last year and is presently seeking grant monies from 
the State of New Hampshire to continue the work that has already begun. This is 
being done in an effort to assist our town planning boards and officials to be better 
able to make decisions effecting sensitive wetland areas. 


The Commission continues to be involved in the annual Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day in July. We also continue to designate The Ken Sorlien 
Campership Award to two Center Harbor youths. It is the Commission’s purpose to 
continue to promote conservation awareness through involvement, education, and 
hands-on participation in conservation activities.

The year 2001 was a very safe and almost uneventful year for the Center Harbor Fire 
Department as we saw a 8 % reduction in calls for emergencies.No structure fires occurred in 
Center Harbor and we saw only a slight increase in motor vehicle accidents. 

We are very thankful and relieved that the school bus accident that occurred on Route 3 
in the late Spring was no more serious than it was,and that all the occupants were able to 
recover from what could have been a tragic event. 

Only two chimney fires occurred in Center Harbor during 2001,which tells us that the 
residents are doing a fine job of cleaning their chimneys and maintaining their wood burning 
appliances. 

One area of concer, is the safe disposal of ashes from the clean-out of woodstoves and 
fireplaces. We have had two instances during 2001 where improper disposal led to very close 
calls for the safety of residences, and had it not been for early detection and a quick response 
of the Fire Department, the results could have been disasterous. 

During the year 2001, the Fire Department saw the delivery of a new,2001 Boston 
Whaler,17 foot fire and rescue boat.We see this as a great addition to our department and 
look forward to being able to utilize this piece of equipment. 

We the members of the Center Harbor Volunteer Fire Department,would like to 
express our thanks to the merchants of Center Harbor, for honoring us along with the Center 
Harbor Police Department on October 20th, 2001. After the tragic events that had occurred 
to our Country on September 11th, it was very heartwarming to be acknowledged for our 
efforts here in Center Harbor. 
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We would once again like to extend an invitation to any interested person above the 
age of 18, to become a member of the Center Harbor Volunteer Fire Department .The spirit 
of volunteerism is alive and well, but we always welcome having new members. 
Membership at this time is seventeen,with the addition of five new firefighters and the 
unfortunate loss of six. National statistics state that the average tenure of a volunteer 
firefighter is seven years, so it is not uncommon to lose and gain firefighters on a regular 
basis. 

Remember to check your smoke detectors regularly and don’t forget, if you need 
emergency help, dial 911.

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COMMUNITY FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department 
to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
mandatory for any open burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and 
surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT a right. Help us to protect you and our 
forest resource! Build small brush piles that can be quickly burned and extinguished. 


New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001. Most of the fires were human 
caused. Due to dry conditions fires spread quickly impacting more than 20 structures. 
Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around the 
house and make sure that the house number is correct and visible. Only You Can Prevent 
Wildland Fires. Contact your local Fire Department or the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands website at www.nhdfl.com or call 271-2217 for wildland fire safety 
information.

Another year has come and gone. The Center Harbor Police Department has had 
a busy year. This year our part time officers did a fine job. They filled shifts on 
weekends and holidays. They stepped up to the plate and were available to cover shifts at 
the last minute. Jody Huckins, our part time officer, has been hired full time by the 
Moultonboro Police Department. She was a great addition to our staff and will be 
greatly missed. Our best wishes go to her! Once again Center Harbor Police 
Department has lost a part time officer to a bigger department. Although I am very 
happy that the people we select and train as part time officers do well and are sought after 
by surrounding communities, the fact remains we are still a “training ground” for those 
individuals with the desire for a full time position in law enforcement. Training of new 
part time officers on a yearly basis requires time as well as additional costs to the 
department. 


Throughout the summer I had received many questions as well as positive 
comments in regard to the summer cadet program. This program was well received by the 
local businesses in town as well as the Center Harbor selectmen. However, due to budget 
constraints it has been eliminated from this year’s budget. Hopefully in the future we can 
reinstate the Police Cadet program. 


Looking ahead into the future it is my hope that the Center Harbor Police 
Department will be able to purchase a police department software package “Information 
Management Corporation” (IMC). All police departments in surrounding communities 
are currently using this software. At this time we do not have software specifically 
designed for police department use. Obtaining this software will improve our efficiency 
and record keeping and allow us to join other police departments in reporting statistics to 
the state as well as the FBI. 


As always, should any person have a question or concern, my door is open. 
Please feel free to stop in or call. I welcome the opportunity to talk with you. In closing, 
please remember that a police department is only as good as the townspeople that support 
it. My officers and I know that we have your support and it is greatly appreciated.

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CENTER HARBOR PARKS AND RECREATION 
2001 ANNUAL REPORT 


The town's recreation programs were very successful this past year. Children 
from our town and Moultonboro had the opportunity to enjoy both holiday festivities 
and recreation activities. 


Over 150 children combined enjoyed the annual Easter Egg Hunt and 
Halloween Party at the town fire station this past year. With the efforts of volunteers, 
these events brought happiness to young and old. 


The summer programs saw 46 children involved in the “Learn to Swim’, Arts 
and Crafts”, and Tennis” programs. Our certified Red Cross “Learn To Swim” program 
graduated nearly two dozen children at various swim levels. Our beachfront programs 
received many positive comments from parents and their participants. Center Harbor 
Beach is considered to be a clean, safe. and extremely well monitored beachfront 
among those around the lakes region. It was staffed by four certified lifeguards, with at 
least two guards on duty at all times. 


The July 4th celebration included the 23rd Annual Center Harbor Footrace 
which had 464 total participants for the children’s race and the adult 2 and 5 mile 
races. The parade, “2001: A Patriotic Celebration”, was led by our own Center Harbor 
Town Band and included two national champion sidesaddle riders. A live band 
concert at the bandstand and fireworks over the bay brought the celebration to a close. 


The Annual Horseshoe Tournament took place in August and included 12 
competitors who played five or more rounds for 4 1/2 hours. Our town beach 
recreation facilities includes two regulation horseshoe pits which are open to public 
use. The “Harborpalooza” concert followed a few days later and was attended by 150 
people. Thirteen talented townspeople took center stage on the bandstand and 
performed their favorite music for the enjoyment of all who attended. 


Center Harbor Recreation would like to recognize our tennis instructors Edie 
and Larry Pangaro. Edie and Larry have provided tennis instruction over these past 
years for our aspiring 6-9 year old children as a way of giving to our community. They 
have been most generous in the giving of time and themselves to the town’s tennis 
program.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) provides a wide range of planning services to its members. Our 
work program is as comprehensive as it is full, with activities ranging from technical assistance, geographic 
information systems, transportation, land use and environmental planning, to economic development. We are 
funded from multiple sources including local and state government, as well as special studies. LRPC is contacted 
many times each week for answers to local issues. We also continue to maintain a regular dialogue with state 
agencies that depend on us as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our goal remains to provide support and 
leadership to the region, its governments, businesses, and citizens. 


Here are a few of our accomplishments over the past year: 


Provided the Center Harbor Planning Board with a copy of the new site specific soils guidelines developed 
by the state. 


Supplied the Center Harbor Planning Board with information pertaining to personal wireless facilities 
ordinances from several towns to get an indication of what others are doing. 


Furnished the Center Harbor Planning Board with a copy of its revised zoning ordinance. 
Completed the Lakes Region Transportation Improvement Program and forwarded a prioritized list of 
projects to the NH DOT as part of the biennial update of the NH State Transportation Improvement 


Program. 


Coordinated the 16 annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection, with nearly 2,400 households from 27 
communities participating. Over 16,000 gallons of toxic household products were removed. 


Performed approximately 130 traffic counts and several local road inventories in cooperation with the NH 
Department of Transportation. 


Completed the Region's first digital land use map, which is available to local and regional organizations. 
Updated the Development Trends in the Lakes Region Annual Report using survey data. 


Provided administrative and technical support to the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory Committee leading 
to the completion of the draft Management Plan for the Pemigewasset River. 


Located childcare centers, assisted housing, public transportation, and major employers across the region to 
assist with local and regional development planning. 


Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures where practicing attorneys provided a legal 
perspective on "The How, Who, What, Where, and Why Plans"; "Towers, Traditions, and Topless 


Dancers”; and "Innovative Land Use Regulations”. 


Entered into an Agreement with the NH Office of Emergency Management to prepare two pilot all hazard 
mitigation plans. These plans are used to facilitate mitigation funds from the federal government.

Parent Education Courses are designed to help parents learn the skills necessary 
to address the challenges of parenting so that they can raise healthy children in 
loving and respectful families.

Adoption Services help insure that children being adopted are placed in good 
families who are prepared for parenting and ready for the unique joys and 
challenges of raising an adopted child. Services are also available after the adoption 
is final for adoptive parents, their children and birthparents. 


Intensive Tracking and Supervision helps prevent placement through provision of 
community based family counseling, intensive supervision, and support to CHINS or 
delinquent youth and their families.

On behalf of New Beginnings - A Women’s Crisis Center, I would like to 
thank the citizens of the Town of Center Harbor for their continued support. Your 
2001 allocation of eight hundred fifty dollars has enabled us to continue to provide 
24-hour crisis support, outreach, and assistance to victims of domestic and sexual 
assault in all of Belknap County. 


Our organization operates a full-time shelter, staffs a 24-hour crisis line, 
provides advocacy at court, hospitals and police stations, social service advocacy, 
and peer support groups for victims of domestic violence and sexual assault. We 
also run community and school based education programs. We are members of the 
Belknap County Family Violence Prevention Forum, a task force made up of 
community members and professionals initiated by the Governor’s Commission to 
take a stand against domestic and sexual violence in our county. 


New Beginnings had advocates and staff in Belknap County courts each 
working day of this budget year. New Beginnings volunteers donated 10,244 
service hours. All services are provided free of charge. 


We are members of the state-wide NH Coalition Against Domestic and 
Sexual Violence, promoting statewide networking and resource sharing among 
domestic violence and sexual assault programs. The coalition is the evaluating 
body and administrator of state and federal contracts that provide some funding 
for member programs and advocates for legislative change that affects victims of 
domestic and sexual assault.

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INTER-LAKES DAY CARE CENTER AND NURSERY SCHOOL 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my sincere thanks to the Town of 
Center Harbor for their continued support of our agency. Inter-Lakes Day Care Center 
and Nursery School is a non-profit, fully licensed, non-denominational, tax-exempt 
community childcare agency incorporated in 1971. This past October we celebrated 
our 20th anniversary of childcare services. An educational program along with the 
childcare services is now being provided for second generation families - children 
whose parents are alumni. 


Our center is open on a year-round basis in two sites from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m., making it possible for parents to maintain employment. Governed by a volunteer 
Board of Directors, the center operates comprehensive, developmentally appropriate 
infant, toddler, preschool and school age extended-day programs with a full range of © 
services including full and part time childcare, morning preschool programs, summer 
and vacation day camp programs, and USDA approved hot meals and snacks. Guided 
by a professional staff, the children receive an educational program along with the 
services of health care, special needs, vision and hearing screening, dental care and 
transportation for kindergarten. Through the State of New Hampshire under Title XX, 
sliding fee scale tuition (based on family size and income) 1s available for purposes of 
employment, training, pursuit of degree or certificate programs, job search and 
temporary disability. Additional services include sponsorship of the Inter-Lakes Family 
Daycare Nutrition Program, a group of 26 licensed home daycare providers who 
receive federal reimbursement from USDA, by serving approved meals and snacks 
while providing care for children of working parents.

The Family Support Advisory Council sends out a bi-monthly newsletter to 
town offices. This newsletter will keep you updated on our activities.
